France In Madagascar— A. J. Balfour 
on Bimetallism-German Social- 
istic Extravagances. 



Irish Vital Statistics-Naval Estimates 
—Armenians Terrorized -Tlie 
Poiie as a Peacemaker. 



New Advertisemctitu ContinuedonPaat Eight 



London, Aug. 27.— Tho Daily News in an 
editorial on tho Wallor case says: "The 
French are in a bad way in Madagascar, 
and in addition by their ridiculously severe 
sentence of Wallor, havo involved thorn- 
solves in a grave international complication. 
There is a certain irony in tho mieohanca 
which has embroiled thorn with a power so 
absolutely indifferent to tho Madagascar 
question. They must have gone out of their 
way to fir a quarrel on the Amorioan con- 
sul. It is thoir mis fortuno that theso things 
wore dono for thorn not by statesmen bat 
by aoldiory. Undoubtedly I ha matter will 
be amicably sottlod. Tho Fronoh havo re- 
ropcatedly shown themselves willing to 
acknowledge on error of temper and to offer 
repartition, of a kind." 

An editorial in tho Post Baya : " Tho 
grossly discourteous behavior of the Fronoh 
official at Tamatavo to tho Amorioan offiaors 
has been apologized for, but the Waller oaso 
is one of the moat high handed pieces of per- 
secution the reaent history of civilized states 
has afforded. , 

Flro at Hoogezind, in the provinoo of 
Kroningom, destroyed a saw-mill, a dozen 
houses, an oil refinery and a bridge, besides 
Injuring other houses and a ohuroh. 

The Berlin correspondent of tho Standard 
aays that he loams on excellent authority 
that tho remarks of Hon. A. J. Balfour, 
first lord of the treasury, in parliament were 
to the effect that he did not believe an inter- 
national conference would result in an Inter 
national agreement, and that Germany is 
unlikely to convono a bimetallic conferonoo. 

A dispatoh to the Standard from Rome 
says that tho Popo will assent to a request 
for him to arbitrate tho frontier dispute be- 
tween Hayti and San Domingo. 

The North Gorman Gazette, disousslng 
the extravagant language of the Socialist 
press regarding tho celebrations of the anni- 
versaries of the different viotorios won by 
the Germans over the French duririg the 
war of 1870 71. exprossos regret at the fact 
that there 1b no provision in the law under 
which such conduct can be dealt with, and 
adds: "It is tho imperative duty of the 
government to havo reoourso to the legisla- 
tive powers of the country if legal remedies 
are now wanting." 

Tho police of Parte havo definitely ascer- 
tained thab the letter or infernal machine, 
whioh exploded in the office of Baron Al- 
phoneo de Rothschild on Saturday after- 
noon, severely Injuring his confidential 
clerk, M. Jodkowitz, wag posted in thia 
oity. 

Tho annual roport of thti registrar general 
giving the vital statistics for Ireland shows 
the number of marriages to ba 12,102, 
slightly above the annual average ; for tho 
last doaado ; the number of births, 105,351, 
slightly under the average ; the number of 
deathB, 83,528, showing a Blight increase. 
Tha estlmatod population in the middlo of 
the year was 4,600,599, and the percentage 
of legitimate births for the year waa 97.3, 

Advices from Erzinghiano say that great 
terror prevails among the Armenians chore 
owing to the attitude of the Turkish 
authorities, who, in consequence of an at. 
tack recently mado by brlgandB upon a 
Turkish colonel, aro bolieved to be taking 
stops which will have most sorious conse- 
quences. The Armenians aro aocusod of be- 
ing tho authors of tho attack and it is 
alleged that a largo forco of Turkish troops 
havebeonretaliatingby attacking villages and 
monasteries in tho vicinity, and engaging in 
other violenco. Tho Armenians, fearing a 
reourrenca of the Saaaoun outrages, havo 
appealed to tho ambassadors of tho powers 
at Constantinople for protection. 

A large orowd of people witnessed the de- 
parture of tho London Athletic Club and 
Cambridge UnivorBity toamB for Liverpool, 
where they embark on hoard tho Cunard 
line S. S. Anronla, bound for New York, to 
meet toamB from the Now York Atbletio 
Club and from Yalo. Ono of tho saloon 
cabins has been specially engaged for tho 
athlotes, and it was decorated with Yale 
and Cambridge colors, a large fhg, repre- 
senting tho Now York Athlotio Club colors 
and those of tho London Athlotio Club, to- 
gether wilh a number of British and Ameri- 
can flags. Fry and Fitzberbert at tho last 
moment failed to appear. Secretary 
Hobart, of tho Amateur Athletio Associa- 
tion, will flail for Amerioa on tho Bteamor 
Gallia for lioston. Tho members of tho two 
teams aro in splondld oondition. Some dis- 
appointment was expressed over tho defec- 
tion of the two orack athlotes, but altogether 
tho foams aro mudo up of representative 
athlotes, and will put up a strong battlo. 

Tho Gorman Amorioan war voterans wore 
aocordod a warm reception by the voterans 
of Bromorhavon and by delegations of asso- 
ciations from dlfferont parts of Qormany, 
Prosidont Hinsoh, of tho Union of Comrades 
In Arms, met them on board the Fulda with 
a briof and warm addross. Tho voterans 
then landed at tho quay, where they woro 
marshalled, and Horr Bock, President of 
the Lowor Wozor district, mado an enthus 
laatio speech, concluding with calling for 
ohoora for the Kmporor. A marine hand 
then played tho national anthem and tho 
votoruns joined in tho words. 

The naval estimates adopted by tho pre- 
sont ministry show but alight alterations of 
the original draft propared by tho Liboral 
government The number of mon is 88,850, 
an Increase of 5,450 over tho estimate. laBt 
year. Besides tho expenditure undor the 
provisions of tho Naval Defence Act it iB 
proposod to lay oub $5,393,642 on tho con- 
struction of shlpa and §730,000 on arma- 
ments. 

A Shanghai dispatoh to tho Timoa says 
that the now Vlcaroy at Chang Tu haB be- 
headed four of the leaders of tho anti-foreign 
movement thoro. Thoy aro said to havo 
complained thab thoy only aotod with tho 
oonBent of tho old viooroy. 

The Daily News has a dispatch from 
Vlonna which jays that Prinoo Ernest Rhan 
Guomano, who escaped from a lunatic asy- 
lum rooontly and has sinoo been declared 
aano, and who waa staying with a friend 
at Eggonburg, haB boon found dead 
in a stable, with a bullet In his head. Ho 
started ostensibly to shoot game and Is sup- 
posed to havo oommlttod aulolde. His 
friends «ay his death waa the result c! an

Prominent Realdont of Selkirk KUled-Cattle 
from Ontario for Alberta— The Premier 
at Edmonton. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 27.— (Special)— G. F. 
Poarson, a prominent Selkirk resident, was 
killed at thab town this aiternoon while 
starting for a rnn with tho fox hounds. His 
horso took fright and he was thrown to tho 
ground, his skull boing fractured and instant 
death cansod. Deceaaed was an enthusias- 
tic sportsman. 

W. G. Knight, postmaster at Swift Cur- 
ront, dropped dead of heart disease to-day 
whilo sorting the mail. 

Five hundred head of young cattle arriv- 
od from Ontario on Monday and havo beon 
Bont West to tho ranges. An additional 
shipment of 500 is expeoted In a few days.

Lano of Willow Creek, Alberta.

The body, whloh la well preserved, waa in- 
terred yeaterday. 

Famished Fishermen Uelnrn, 
Halifax, Aug. -27. — Richard White and 
Fred Schwartz, who strayed from bhe 
Gloucester schooner Shenandoah on the 
Grand Banks on bhe th instant during a 
donse fog, arrived ' here yesterday In a fam- 
ished oondition. They were four days with- 
out food or shelter. 

Bicycle Rider Drowned. 

Cornwall, Aug. 27.— David B. Moss, of 
Moullnetto village, went to ohuroh Sunday 
night on hiB bicycle. He returned 1 home 
between the double tracks of tho Grand 
Trunk railway. Next morning hia body 
was found in a culvert. He was still 
astride his wheel, and was lying in fifteen 
Inches of water. He had evidently fallen 
into tho oulvert, waa stunned and drowned 
before he recoverod consciousness. 

Suspected Foul Flay. 
Toronto, Aug. 27, — On Augusb 15, JaB. 
Barrett, a farmer residing twelve miles from 
Novar, was out rowing on Buok's lako with 
a numbor of oompaniona. For some reason 
Barrett attempted to swim to iihore, 100 
yards distant, and was drownod. Contra- 
dictory stories being told by the men who 
wer» with Barrett at tho time suspicion that 
all was nob right was arouBod in the mind of 
tho dead man's wife and of John Barrett, a 
brother, and they havo brought tho matter 
to the attontion of tho Attornoy-General'a 
dopartmont. 

Violations of l.nrd'a Day Act. 

Toronto, Aug. 27. — Bandmaster Waldron 
of tho Royal Grenadiors, and several mem- 
bers of tho band havoboen summonod to tho 
polico court for violations of the Lord's Day 
act, by playing at sacred conoorts at tho 
island on Sundays. 

Charitable Bequests. 

MONTH KAL, Aug. 27.— Warden King haa 
loft about half a million and mado many 
oharltablo bequests. Ho loft tho Manitoba 
Theological College §5,000, and hemo and 
foreign missions §2,000 each.

Yesterday— Wiuniug- Scores of 
Principal Events.

Ottawa, Aug. 27.— There waa fine shoot- 
ing weather again to-day, and aa a con. 
aequenco tho acoring continued high at tho 
groat D. R. A. prize meeting. The two 
matches decided aro among the moab im> 
portanu of the who'Jo list. In tho first of 
theso, tho Dominion of Canada, a very hand- 
some oup prosentod by Divia & Sons, of 
Montreal, was offered as a prize for toamB of 
six meD, who did not have to be namod be- 
forohind as is usually tho caso, but tho 
highost six scores mode in tho match by 
representatives of any battalion woro to 
count. This of course give a groat ad- 
vantage to the corpB most numerously repre- 
sented— and in thia instanco tho corpB 
actually having the greatest number of men 
on the ground did win. This was tho 
Forty-third battalion of Ottawa, it being 
represented in tho match by no fewer than 
thirty marksmen of more or lesa renown, 
and the beat bIx acorea of thia great array 
mado tho grand total of 544 out of the 630 
possible, the match being at 200, 500 and 
600 yards, 7 shots. The Davis oup they 
will hold for the yoar ; it becomes the per- 
manent property of any corps winning lb 
three times In five snooeBslve years, and as 
the 43rd won it in 1893 they stand an ex- 
cellonb ohanoo for securing lb for keeps next 
year or In 1897. The winners last yoar 
were the Victoria Rifles of Montreal, who 
then Boored 551. To-day the winners were 
closely pressed by the famous Thirteenth 
Battalion of Hamilton and the British Col- 
umbia Battalion of Garrison Artillery, who 
with 543 each were respectively Booond and 
third. That with only nine representatives 
British Columbia came within a point of the 
beat aggregate for six men, epeaks volumes 
for tha way in whioh her representatives have 
shot to day, Unfortunately there are no 
money prizes for toamB in thia match, and 
thoso who so olosely pressod the first have 
to rest content with the glory attaching to 
their performance. They had their innings, 
however, in tho individual series, In whioh 
the Brlbieh Columbia winners were as 
follows :

Besides the 
money prize and special badge he gets pos- 
session for a year of the Patterson oup, pre- 
sented by the late Minister of Militia, but 
ds this oup has to bo won twice in succession 
to become permanent property the competi- 
tion will probably go on forever. Lieut. W. 
C. King, of the 45th Battalion, Bowman- 
ville, also gets a spocial badge, having 
equalled the winner's score of 97. Last 
year, when 97 was also top, 86'a drew tho 
last prizeB, hub to day ten 87's wore oounted 
out.

A Popular Citizen of Vernon Arrested 
for Cattle Stealing: -Mining 
in Cariboo. 



Westminster an«l the Eraser Valley 
Kaihvay-Serious Accident to 
a Railway Employe.

VANCOUVER 

Vancouver, Aur, 2/ — Vernon hue a sen- 
Bitlon. Jack McKinnon, a butcher and cno 
of the most popular men in the district, has 
been arroated for cattle stealing. A reward 
was offered for the deteotion of tho thieves, 
and the Btolen hides woro found under Mo- 
KInnon's barn. 

Halibut fiahlnp; Is to ooramenoo almost 
immediately. Tho New England Fishing 
Company havo chartered both tho Ccquit- 
lam and the Capilano for tho season. 

Henry Butler, well known in tho province, 
who was for aomo years captain of tho coal 
hulk Robert Kerr, and was for some tine) 
a patient in tho Vlotorla hospital, is dead 
from nneuriBm of tho aorta. 

H. Kont, manager of tho tolopone oom- 
pany, ia seriously ill at the hospital with 
congestion of the lungs. 

John Grady was dismissed aa a police 
officer of the oity by the council last night. 

The gas company havo offered to light the 
city undor tho following conditions. They 
will maintain 350 lamps containing 750 
Welsbach burnorB, 320 nightB in the year, 
for $18 por burner per yoar ; inside lighting 
$1.50 por thousand foot, provided tho oity 
furnish $125,000 to enable tho company to 
make the necessary plant extensions; tho 
aity to reaorvo paid up atook in tho company 
for tho amount. The contract to be for ton 
years. The gas company further offer to 
sell tho plant and stock of the company for 
$350,000. 

A nogro namod Atkinson has been sent 
for trial for pioking the pocketB of a drunken 
man. 

The Victoria Board of Trade haB asked 
for an olootrotype view of tho city of Van- 
couver. The matter has been roferred to 
tho finance committee and it is probablo 
that an electrotype will bs orderod and sent 
to Viotoria. 

Still another water main la being atrotoh 
ed aoroas the Narrows. One of the pipe a 
waa reooatly injured by a atoamor. The 
break haa been discovered and will be re- 
paired when the tides run low. 

Sneak thieves stole a numbar of ohiokena 
from the Hoffman house yesterday. 

J. M. Browning has reoeived a telegram 
from the Superintendent of the Cariboo Hy- 
draulic Mining Company, stating that work 
on the supply ditch was completed on the 
19th inst. This gives an ample and contin- 
uous supply from Foiley and Boot jaok lakes. 
Water haa been turned on and the ditch 
appears to be aafciafaotory in overy particu- 
lar. Unless some unfotojetn accident should 
occur, tho company may anticipate a atoady 
run from now until the close of tho season, 
a period of at loast six weeka, and possibly, 
ahoald the weather be favorable, of two 
months. 

It is feared thab Michael Hess, cook on 
the steamer Utopia, 1b drowned, the suppo- 
sition being that bo jumped through his 
cabin window into the sea some time Satur- 
day night. 

General Superintendent Abbott has let 
the contract to D. McGillivray for clearing 
the right of way for an extension of thirteen 
miles of the Arrow Lake branch of the CP. 
R. Contraota for grading and other work 
will be let shortly. 

WESTMIXSTEK. 

Westminster, Aug. 27.— On July 22 a 
committoo waa appointed by the council to 
report on the right of way and water lota 
proposed to be given to tho projected Bur- 
rard Inlet and Fraser Valley railway. Tho 
report in brief was as follows : Very seri- 
ous difficulties present thomselves in run- 
ning the new track along the 25 feet outsido 
the C.P.R. wharf; tho oosb of construction 
and maintenance would be very groat and 
would be extremely inoonvonlent both to tho 
road itself and to the C.P.R. The most 
satisfactory route to the Brunette mills 
would be across Eighth street and through 
Lot 4, Block 3, to Columbia street. Mr. 
Abbott, divisional superintendent, was con- 
sulted in those matters by the committee 
and waa of the opinion that arrangements 
oonld be made on fair terma by which tho B. 
I. and F.V. R. could uae the C.P.R. tracka 
between the Royal City planing mills and the 
Brunette mills. Ia respoot to the route from 
Lytton square eastward, if the proposal to 
uae tho C.P.R. traoks was not aoceptod by 
ihe t now road the B. I. and F. V. R. could 
build a track outside the present C. P. R. 
track and tho C. P. R. would then take the 
new track and hand over theirs to tho othor 
company. Thia would avoid unnecessary 
crossing. The committee thought there 
would be no difficulty in gotting the right of 
way through tho penitentiary rosorvo. The 
new road should have tho righb of way 
through the city pleasure grounds ; they 
should be allowed to run ovor tho wator lotH 
from tho penitentiary rosorvo to Tenth 
street, and tho right ahould bo given thorn 
to cross all Blroets in the oity whoro it is 
considered neooasary. The city would bo 
prepared to leaso to tho company wator lota 
No. 10 to 4G Inclusive. 

Tho Salvation Army hold a harvoat festi- 
val on September 1.

Tho buBlnosa of tho Westminster market 
is increasing so rapidly that tho market 
commissioners will aBk tho C.P.R. to put 
on a markot train. 

Tho Lord Bishop of New WoBtmlnator 
practically ontorod upon hia now duties on 
Sunday, preaching in Trinity cathedral in 
morning and in St, BarnabaB church in the 
evening. 

Thomas Routley, an omploye of tho trom 
compony, whilo working on a gravel train 
betwoon Vancouver and Westminator, waa 
atruok on tho ahouldor by a linopost und 
knocked off tho train, being renderod un- 
conscious for several hours. Bo now lies in 
a dangerous condition at tho hospital. 

NEW DENVER. 

(From tho Lodgo.) 
Dully, Jackson and Nichols havo been 
working on tho Noonday for aovoral months. 
It is on tho Galona farm, not far from tho 
Currio. Thirty tons of oro havo boon 
taken out and a shipment will bo made 
forthwith. 

Tho Springer Creek oountry la an easy 
one to roach. It Is covered with a heavy 
wash, making is rather diiiioulb to find 
mineral in sight. Aboub 175 claims have 
beon Btakod principally along Springer 
and Lemon creeks and their tributaries. 
Tho Arlington is evidently tha king of tho 
oamp. Tho surtaoo showing upon it is said 
to be tho best ever aeon In tho Slocan. Thia 
olalm was located last year by Con Fielding 
and Bob Cooper. It ia on Springer orook, 
aboutalxmllosfromSlocan lake. When found 



the lodpjo waa crossed by a little crock with 
heavy waBh upon both Bides of It. Tho 
ledge has been crosscut to a depth of twolvo 
feet, and a load eight feet wide uncovered 
In thia crosscut can be seen native silver 
and rook that haa asaayed as high aa 7,000 
ounces to the ton. 

Four men are taking out ton cona of ore a 
day at the Guttle, a ulftim on tha Galena 
Farm, nob far from Silvorton. There are 
300 tons of concentrating oro on the dump, 
whioh will probably remain there until u 
concentrator is built in tho vicinity Tho 
owners are thinking of making a shipment 
of a higher grade ore, but have not decidod 
when to do it. It costs $9 a ton to paok oro 
one mile to the lake, and thoy think when 
the snow comes it can be taken out cheaper 
than that. The Currio is oommonolng to 
rank higher as a producer tho moro ib is de- 
veloped. 

Forty members of Victoria's Board of 
Trado will visit the Kootenay in a bodynoxt 
month. Thoy will bo surprised to find that 
wo havo mines up here, but such is tho case 
nevertheless, VVe trust that tho people of 
our valuable district will break the news 
gently to thorn of our great resourcoB, and 
advieo everyone of them to put an ad. in thia 
paper, in order to make up for the trado 
they havo lost to Uncle Sam's boys. Treat 
them kindly follow pionears and citizens. 
Remember that some day wo may bo fos- 
silized and find it hard to catch on to any- 
thing in loss than four or Sve years. Be 
charitable Poor follows they oan't help 
l)3lng backward. The air of Viotoria h bo 
sedative in its nature, you know.

In view of the oxiating uncertainties in re- 
gard to sealing, tho attontion of Viotoria ves- 
sel owners la at prosont being directed to 
tho whaling Industry and to the taking of 
valuable and rare fura whioh aro to a largo 
oxtont found in British territorial waters. 
It ia Intimated that anothor year will In all 
probibillty see a Viotoria craft fitted up for 
an expedition into the Arctic ocean, the bus- 
iness of which is at present mainly directed 
from San Froncieco. A woll known Vic- 
toria ciptnin recently said that he would 
like nothing batter than to try the exneri- 
ment, but he would wiBh to bo first assured 
as to how and to what extent the von ure 
would be assisted and protocfcsd by legisla- 
tion. Tho headquarters of tho sealers be- 
ing at this port, ho aaid ho aaw 
no reason why San Francisco, so much 
farther South should control tho whaling. 
Wore ViotorianB energetically to sot to work 
to cultivate this industry it would cause tho 
building of a fleet of vessels of a largor and 
stronger typo than tho sealers, Theso 
would te constructed, equipped, manned 
and provisioned hore, and tho result would 
be a new source of employment and an ad- 
ditional eourco of rovenuo. Moroovor, tho 
fur buainess of thia city could not fail to bs 
materially enlargod, while, bo urged, the 
placing of a steamer on tho Yukon river 
would tend generally to the advantage of 
this community.

AN ENEMY REJOIOES. 

Tho New York Sun baa for somo timo 
taken a lively interest in Canadian affairs. 
Ib is a bitterly anti-British ahoet and dbeiros 
nothing bo much as to see Canada joined to 
tho United States. It has boon [doing what 
it oan of labo yoata to accomplish that end, 
and those who inspire it aro no doubt sur- 
prised that thoy have mado so little head- 
way. 

The Sun was at ono time under tho im- 
pression that the thing which Canadiana 
wanted moat in this world was reoiprooity 
in trade with the United Statos. Tho oourse 
pursued by the Canadian Liberals deepened 
this impression. First thoy tried to per- 
auado the people that if they did not get 
commorcial union with the United Statos, 
even when suoh a union involved discrim- 
ination in trade against Great Britain, 
their country would vory soon go 
to the dogs. When tho Liberals ground 
out that the Canadian people would 
not have Commorcial Union at tho 
price asked for ib by Its advooateB, thoy 
agitated for tho same thing under another 
name. This new name was " unrestricted 
reciprocity." Tho Sun was an interested 
spectator of tho Canadian agitation for re- 
oiprooity in trade with tho United StatoB. 
It said very little for a long ;time, but when 
It believed that tho Canadians had bocomo 
oonvinoed that their vory existence depend- 
ed upon their obtaining reciprocity with tho 
people of the Groat Ropublio It told them 
very plainly and vory forcibly that tho only 
condition on which they could got commor- 
cial union, or reciprocity of.any kind, was to 
bo annexed to tho United States. Political 
union was the price that musb bo paid for 
commercial union. ThiB outspokenness on 
the part of tho Sun spoiled the game which 
a sootion of tho Canadian Liberal party 
were playing. It exposod their designs and 
tho Son's schemors must havo heen astonish- 
ed to see how quickly thoir Libera) 
allloB in Canada woro discredited. They 
wore literally crushod out of existence, and 
thero has boon no eorious talk of annexation 
in Canada from that day to this. 

It Is easy to boo that tho disappointed Sun 
has ever slnoo thon borno Canada a grudge. 
It haa Roized upon overy opportunity to say 
Ill-natured things about Canada, and to 
misrepresent tho nature and tho effects of 
ita connection with Groat Britain. The 
agitation to which tho Manitoba school 
quoatlon has givon riso hue been magnlfiod 
and distorted by that unamlablo exponent 
of Anti British fooling in tho United Statos. 
It endoas'ors to mako Its readers boliovo that 
tho solution of tho Manitoba school problom 
will rcquiro Imporiul intorforenco, and that 
ono of tho couBequoncjs of tho agitation of 
tho quostlon will be tho disintegration of 
tho Dominion, It said a short timo ago: 

Ono of tho most embarrassing questions 
which will confront Mr. Chamborlain in hia 
poBb bb Secretary for tho Colonies will bo 
whothor, seeing that tho Protoatanta of 
Manitoba rofuao to oboy tho mandate of tho 
Imperial Privy Council, ho will authorize 
tho Dominion Govornmont to resort to mili- 
tary forco for tho purpose of oxoouting 
moasursB designed to reinstate tho Catholics 
of Manitoba In their legal right" with rogard 
to sohool money. 

Tho vory wording of this pasBago shows 
how llttlo tho Sun knows about tho naturo 
of tho Government of tho Dominion and tho 
merlta of tho Manitoba achool quostion. 
But its objoot is evidoutly not to enlighten 
its readers on thoso matters but to givo thorn 
the ImproBslon that Canada is at present in 
a vory bad way, and that its condition ia 
likely boforo vory long to booomo muoh 
worse. It trios to show that whatovor 
course tho Govornmont of tho Dominion 
takoa It will bo euro to gob into vory sorioua 
troublo. Ib says : 

Tho dilemma, thon, In which tho Cana- 
dian Tories find themselves Is this : If thoy 
make up their minds to enforoo tho consti- 
tution of tho Dominion thoy will provoke 
oivil war In Manitoba, and will oauso tho 
Protestants, who oonatituto a groat majority 



in Ontario, to regard with detestation the 
Bcheme of federal union oontrivod by Sir j 
John Maodonald. If, on the other hand, 
the Dominion Govornmont shall deoline or 
delay to employ force for the ooorcion of 
•Manitoba, the Catholio masters of tho Prov- 
ince of Quebec will have a Btrong motive for 
seceding from a confederation in which their 
oorollgionlsts aro deprived of their legal 
rights. 

There is an olement in this Dominion 
which the Sun does nob take into its calcu- 
lation, which la tho good oense und tho mod 
oration of the people. The people of Mani- 
toba havo no Idea of roboiliDg, and nothing 
ia further from tho Intention of tho majority 
of tho inhabitanta of Quebec than to secede. 
They all know that a way will be found to 
sottle this troublesomo school question with- 
out proceeding to oxtromities, Tho quos- 
tion Ib boing disousaed with great modera- 
tion by all the partiea concorned. Nothing 
that oan bo oonatruod into a threat has been 
uttered on either side. What men 
of all opinions aro just now 
looking for ia a fair, consti- 
tutional and honorable settlement of 
the queation, and thero is no doubt 
that auoh a way will be found before very 
long. Tho Canadian people do not propose 
to give thoir enemioa ciuae to rejoloe by 
quarrelling blttorly over a queation which 
Canadiana of all creeds and all provinces 
have tho deepest intoresb in settling equit- 
ably and amicably. 



A FOSTERED INDUSTRY. 

The Gorman Government in order to on- 
courago tho manufacture of augar from tho 
boot-root flagrantly and wilfully violated tho 
most sacred dootrines of froo trade. It im- 
posed a protective duty on foreign sugar 
and it offered and paid bounties admitted 
to be too high on sugar exportod from tho 
country. The consequence of this protec- 
tion and this fostering is tho establishment 
of a most flourishing industry. Not only 
doea Germany raise sugar onough for homo 
oonsumpblon, but ib is a largo exporbor of 
augur. 

The Germane have certainly paid a heavy 
price for this industry, but havo thoy paid 
for it moro than ib is worlli? From tho 
raising of tho boots to the refining of tho 
augar tho boot-root sugar industry givoB om- 
ploymonb to thousands of porsona. It has 
given an in petua to agriculturo and it haa 
helped to increaso the profits of tho morcan- 
tllo oluss. In 1893 there wore raised in Ger- 
many over nine millions of tona of sugar- 
boets, and from these wore manufactured 
1,175,137 tons of 2,200 pounda of augar. 
The quantity of sugar refined in that coun- 
try In 1893 was 768,420 tons. The reader 
may have somo idoa of tho extont of Ger- 
many's export trade in uugar when he learns 
that the United Kingdom in 1893 Imported 
from Germany sugar to the value of £10,. 
562,655 or over §50,800,000 worth. 
The Bugar whioh Germany exportod to 
Great Britain and Iroland in 1893 waB 
alone equal In value to all the artloleB of 
British production whioh they exportod to 
Germany. It is quite truo that that sugar 
was sold to the British people at very low 
prices, and that tho German taxpayers 
paid in the shape of a bounty on sugar ex- 
ported part of what the British consumer 
would othorwiso have to pay. When all 
thia ia takon into consideration do tho peorjlo 
of Germany, who aro admitted to bo 
amongst the moat thoughtful and intelli- 
gent In tho world, beliovo that thoy havo 
paid too much for tho 1joet sugar induatry ? 

Thero Ib a way of coming to something 
like an intelligent conoluBion with regard to 
thia. It was believed that tho beet sugar 
Industry had advanced so far and become bo 
strong as to bo ublo to do withoub the 
bounLy, so a law was passed which provided 
that the bounty should coaso in 1897. The 
reduction is to be gradual. One of tho re- 
ductions was to havo taken place in August 
of this year, but in consideration of tho very 
low figure, to whioh the prioo of sugar has 
fallen, the Reichatag, by a voto of 191 to 45, 
passed an aot postponing tho roduotion of 
the bounty for another year. Now there 
aro in tho German Parliament financiers, 
merchants, manufacturers and land owners. 
Aro these men, considered highly Intelligent 
when doaling with other subjects, a paok of 
ignoramuses when they oomo to legislate on 
mattora relating to trade and commerce 1 
They in the proportion of moro than four to 
ono votod for tho continual ion of tho bounty 
at its present rate for another year. 
Aro wo on th's side of the Atlantlo to con- 
domn thorn for this, and to dealaro that 
thoy did not understand thoir own buei- 
hobs ? Horo wo havo a groat national in- 
dustry built up under a system which is in 
direob opposition to tho prlnciplos of freo 
trade. Wo havo no doubt ib can bo shown 
to a dollar what thia industry has coat tho 
pooplo of Gormany. Gormona are juab tho 
sorb of people to make a calculation of this 
kind. Thoy aro not afraid of labor and aro 
not appalled by an immenuo maea of in- 
tricate details. Somo patient Gorman 
econornUb has, wo have no doubb, mado tho 
calculation boforo now. What hnB boon tho 
rosult — on whioh eido of tho account ia the 
balanco of profit and benefit : Ib ia not to 
bo auppoaod that the German legislator 
who voted for tho continuation of tho 
bounty did nob know whether the establish- 
ment of tho boot sugar industry is an ad- 
vantage to the country or nob. 



DISPUTED TERRITORY. 

Tho Island of Trinidado, about whioh tho 
Ropublio of Brazil ia making Buoh a iusB, 
and to whioh tho Bolf-oreatod Princo Jamos 
I. laya claim, is aovon hundred milos from 
tho coast of Brazil. Ib Is is. barren and doso- 
lato rook, uninhabited and uninhabitable 
If it la mado a tolegraph station tho unfor- 
tunato mon sent to live thoro will bo almost 
as muoh out of tho world as if thoy had 
taken up their residonoo in anothor planob. 

Tho island was oxplored by Mr. E. F. 
Knight fifteen years ago. Ho found, tho 
London (Times says, "that men could livo 
thero, but only If thoy brought) with thorn 



all the necessaries of life and took sufficient 
precaution to proteob them from tho *r,Jtl' 
ads of land orabB whioh swarmed over the 
arid soil. Thero were the remains of what 
was onoo a groat forest, bub all the trees 
had long sinoo diid Doad trunks and 
branches, as dry as tinder, cumbered the 
rotten rock, i f which tho Eurfaca is com- 
posed, a few yoars ago ; bub the crow of 
the Barraoonta Boomed b3 havo found only 
the traces of stumpa of large trees. There 
is hardly uny fresh water, und Mr. Knight 
nearly died of thirat in ita gloomy gorges." 

It mighb be thoughb that a civilized nation 
whioh hud left this desolato island unclaim- 
ed for a long aeries of years would not think 
of fighting about it to at that uu enterpris- 
ing nation has found a use for it and talks 
about ocoupying id. The attitude of Brazil 
with respect to Trinidado Is Indeed that of 
tho dog in tho manger. Bub tho Times, 
which no doubb voices British opinion on 
the subject, taken a vory reasonable view of 
Brczil'a claim to ownership. It says : 

"Of oouiso if Brazil can establish a 
substantial claim to it, tho tact that ib is a 
oonvonionb poBsossion to tho engineers 
of tho direot Argentino cablo giveB 
ua no right to keep it, and we 
muBt abandon ib again to tho 
Brazilians and tho land orubs, if thoy 
still survive. Bub tho burden of proof lies 
with Brazil, and she will have to make out 
tho case by solid sober arguments before wo 
resign ourselves to a surrondor. In tho 
meanwhile tho rhetoric of Senor Bollsario 
and his friends does not tend to a satisfactory 
solution. It only mukca pooplo laugh over 
here, but ib may do mischief amongst his 
own countrymen."

Registrar of the Supreme Court Has 
Not Been Seen Since 
Friday. 



Provincial Police Have Orders From 
Attorney-General for His 
Arrest on Sight. ^ 



J. C. Prevoab, registrar of tho Supreme 
mrt, ia missing and the provincial police 
are as yet unable to find any tracaof him. 

For time past there has been dissatis- 
faction among the legal profession becauBO of 
Mr. Prevoat's romiasnesa about giving ac- 
counts of cerbain truBb monoya which had 
been plaoed in his handa aa court receiver. 
However thoy were reluotanb to press 
matters and Mr, Prevoat's standing and his 
long aervioe in his important office 
seemed to warrant them In beliov- 
ing it was only dllatorineoa on hia part. 
A week or so ago bhe troublo which 
had been browing for a long time, was 
brought to a head. Money to tho extent of 
aomo §17,000, belonging to the eatate in 
Reed v. Copoland, waa in tho handa of tho 
registrar as receiver, and Mr. Bolyea, who 
waa acting for tho infants in the oaao, not 
knowing just what was tho amount of money 
received in court, objected to a motion mado 
by Mr. Irving for Copoland till tho amount 
in the hands cf the recoivor waa known. 
Mr. Justioo Drake made a poromptory or- 
der for bhe recoivor to givo his account by 
next day. Next day, however, tho regis- 
trar failod to comply with the order of the 
Court, whereupon, as Mr. ProvoBt was not 
in his office, tho Judgo sent for tho booka 
and examined thorn himself. There hud 
been no regular entries in tho books 
for somo time in this particular 
suit, though thero wero sovoral looso 
pages with somo poncil calculations 
on them. Thoro waa nothing apparently to 
ahow what had beoomo of aomo §0,000, and, 
of courso, in Mr. Prevost'e abaonoo, it waa 
impossible to explain the apparent defi- 
ciency. 

Mr, Justice Drake immediately brought 
tho matter to the attontlou of the govern- 
ment, and they appointed Mr. W. J. 
Goepol to audit Mr, Prevost'e bookB. 

Anothor large eBtato of which Mr. Pre- 
vostuwaB the custodian of tho monoyB is the 
Hirab estate. As he failed to make out 
proper accounts of this a wrib of 
attachment againsb Mr. Prevost was 
taken out by one of the legal 
firms Interested, and on Friday it was 
plaoed in tho hands of tho Sheriff. The 
Sheriff, however, like tho polioe, haa been 
unable to locate Mr. ProvoBt. 

The last apparently seon of that gentle- 
man was on Friday. Ho that day returned 
from Duncan, and at 1 o'clock was seen go- 
ing towards his homo on Montreal street. 
Mr. Goopol, requiring his prosenao at the 
offioo in conneotion with tho audit of the 
booka, Bent to find him. Tho meBBonger was 
informed at the houae that Mr. Prevost waB 
not in. From that time to the 
present nob a trace of him can 
be found. Rumors of his disappearance 
began to gob abroad when he failed to turn 
up ab hiaoffioe on Monday, and autive stops 
were then taken to find out if possible 
whether he had gone away or was ptill in 
town Nothing definito could bo learned on 
Monday, though prlvato inquiries were 
made by Supt. Hussey'a men. 

TheWarrimoo lofb about 4 o'clock on 
Friday for Australia, and ib was supposed 
that Mr. Prevost might have been a passen- 
gor on her. None of tho mon on duty on 
the outor wharf that afternoon had seen 
him, so if ho got away on her ho must havo 
managed to board her secrotly. Then tho 
passonger list of those who lefb here for 
Honolulu or Australia gave no olow to the 
matter. 

Oo Monday afternoon tho Attornoy-Gon- 
eral when spoken to aaid tho firob he had 
heard of tho disappearance waa that day, 
and ho proceeded to consult Superintendent 
Hussey on tho matter. Yesterday Hon. 
Mr. Eherts stated that ho had given ordora 
to have Mr. Prevost arresbed on sight. Tho 
auditor had not yot finished his examination 
of tho books, tho Attorney-General said, 
and until that was completed it was impos- 
sible to say whether or not thero was any 
money misaing. He had, howevor, iBBued tho 
order for Prevoat's arrest, and every effort 
would be used to find him. As far aa the gov- 
ernment were concerned Mr. Provost had an 
advanco on his salary of $100, bub that 
would bo fully covered by tho guarantee 
bonds of §1,500 whioh the government hold. 
Ab bo the brusb moneys paid into Mr. Pre- 
vost'e hands aB receiver by order of tho 
court, the audit alone could show how they 
Btood. 

Superintendent Huasoy yeaborday wirod 
to all points along the coast in 
this province and the States, also 
to Australia. Inquiriea wero made about 
every vossol that had left Victoria ainco 
Friday, bub withoub roault. In fact thero 
seems to bo aomo doubb as to whether Mr, 
Prevost has really loft tho island. 

The missing man is a son of tho Iato Sir 
Jamea Provosb, an admiral in tho British 
navy. Mr. Prevost waB at ono timo a mid- 
shipman in tho navy, bub sobblod in Victoria 
many years ago. Ho was appointed re- 
gistrar of tho Supremo oourt ton years 
ago, and has hold tho position over 
since. He was interested in a number of 
entorprisos und was part owner of aevoral 
vesaoifl. Of iato ho had sustained a number 
of Iobbob and booamo pretty woll orampod 
for monoy. Thia is how tho mattor stands 
at presonb, and until Mr. Provoet Is found 
or the audit of hia books la completed littlo 
more is likely to bo learned.

Opening: of the Hearing of the Second 
Charge— The Plea : Not 
Gnllty. 

Text of Mr. Justice Walkem's Inter 
estiuf* Judgment Against the 
Original Conviction. 



Robert Blytho — whoso conviction and 
oontenoo to five years' Imprisonment for the 
crime of abduction was set aside by the Full 
oourt on Monday, on the technical ground 
that the Gflonco was committed outside 
Canadian territory and thoreforo beyond 
the jurisdiction of Canadian courts — was 
yoslerday again arraigned in the provincial 
court, charged with the aeduotian of Ballo 
Rookwood. His Honor Police Magistrate 
Macrae presided, and reooivod from the 
prisoner a plea of not guilty. Blythe do 
olined to make any statement, and was 
thereupon remandod for eight days so that 
the girl, her father and other witnesses may 
bo brought to Viotoria from Port Hadlock, 
Wn., where all parties reside. The girl, 
although unwilling at the first trial to say 
anythiog prejudicial to the prisoner's in- 
terests will, it is bolievod, tako the box and 
givo material evidence againBt him at the 
preaent hearing. There aro other Important 
witneBBOB to bo cilled and the officers of tho 
orown promiao to preaont a vory strong oaso, 
Blytho has a brother roBiding on tho Ameri 
can sldo who haa now intereated himself In 
the defence and aooording to report is olr 
oulating a BubBcription list in tho priBonor's 
behalf. 

" Appended is the interesting judgmontof 
Mr. Justice Walkem, In which he givoa tho 
reasons upon which his decision had been 
roaohod that tho conviotion of tho prisoner 
Blytho should be quashed. After stating 
briefly the f»ots of tho case tho judgment 
proceeds : 

" The conviction in this case could have 
boon supported if the persuasion used by the 
prisoner to induce the girl to leave her 
father's roof had taken place within this 
jurladiotion; that ia to aay, after tho girl 
had arrived hero. In Olifiar's caso (10 Cox 
C.C., 404) Baron Bramwoll thus laya down 
the law, not ob an obiter diotum aa has been 
juat stated to have been the caso 
by the Chief Justice, but for tho 
guldanco of tho jury : ' I am of opinion tha 
if a young woman loaves her f ither's houso 
without any persuaaion, inducement 
blandishment hold out to her by a man, bo 
that she has got fairly away from homo, 
and then goes to him, although it may bo 
his moral duty to return her to hor parents 
custody, yet his not doing eo is no infringe- 
ment of the act of parliament, for the 
act does not say that he shall restoro her, 
but only that he shall not take her away 
It is, howevor, equally clear that if the 
girl, acting under his persuasion, leaves her 
father's house, although he is not present at 
the moment, yet if he avails himself of that 
leaving which took place at his persuasion 
that wonld be taking her ont of her father's 
possession, because the persuasion would be 
tho motive cause of her leaving.' In Booth's 
oaae (12 Cox, C.C., 232) tho question of per- 
suasion was the first ono left to the jury, not 
as an incidental question, but as part of the 
issue — ' The real issue for you to try,' aaid 
the ioarned judge, ' is simply this : Wu 
she taken out of the possession and keeping 
of her father without hor father's consent? 
Did the prisoner take her away ?' Both of 
these authorities illustrate the importance 
attached to perauaBion. In both, it ia dealt 
with as a neceaaary olemont or factor in 
caBes of abduction, for, aooording to Baron 
Bramfl'sllt where there 1b no persuasion, 
* tiuire is no infringement of the statute,' 

" In tho present instance, persuasion was 
used by the prisoner in his letters to the 
girl to induce her to loave homo ; but tho 
letters were received by her and influenced 
her at Port Hadlock ; hence the act of per- 
suasion took effect beyond thia jurisdiction. 
We have, therefore, no more authority to 
take cognizance of thia stage of the prisoner's 
alleged offence, than wo would have bad to 
entertain jurladiotion over the completo 
offence, had it boon committed in the State 
of Washington. Consequently, tho letters 
so far as thoy held out tne inducement men- 
tioned, Bhould not have beon admitted at 
the trial as evidence against the prisoner. 
Tho arrangement (call it condit'onal if you 
will, to meet Biron Parke's observation in 
Manklotow's case) which was made through 
the medium of . the same lettorB, to the effcci 
that the prisoner would moot the girl whon 
she landed hore, is open to tho Bamo fatal 
objection, as it was ono of tho inducements 
rolerrod to and, therefore, ono of tho aotB 
which formed part of the offenco complained 
of ; for evory act — noed I say ? — which 
servee in tho wholo or part to constitute 
an offence under our criminal law must 
occur or be committed within the territorial 
limits ovor which that law extends, or in 
other words, within tho Dominion;, other- 
wise wo havo no authority whatever to 
adjudicate upon it. Again, I am unablo to 
hold with that degree of cortainty which 
the criminal law holds to bo indiapensablo 
that tho girl waa constructively in her 
father's posseBBion after she left his houso or 
at any rate, after sho had landed horo ; and 
if she was not, and oven if it wore doubtful 
that sho was, tho prisoner ia entitlod to his 
discharge. 

" In addition to thia, the prisonor bo far 
from porauading the girl after eho arrived 
hero to leavo her paronts, disauuded hor 
from doing so, as appours by tho following 
notes taken of hor croaa-examinatlon : 
'You,' (tho prisoner) 'met moat tho waro- 
houae,' (meaning tho City of Kingston's 
wharf in Viotoria). ' I do not remember tho 
exact conversation us we caino from tho 
Btoamor.' (Prisoner) — ' Uid I not ask you 
to think seriously of father, mother and 
sister : it was not too late, tho steamor re- 
turned that evening, and if you wantod to 
go biok, you worn at perfect liborty to do 
bo?' ' Yoa.' ' Was noD your answor 'No, 
Robert, I would rather stay with you 1 ' 
' Yes.' It may bo Baid that tho prisoner 
actod vory artfully in putting auoh questions 
and giving suoh advice, and that he ex- 
pected no other auawor than ho got ; but 
that matters not, ao long aa tho girl thought 
that ho was in earnest in what ho said, and 
thoro in no ovidenoo that Bho did not. 

" Coupling tho girl's avowed refusal to ro- 
turn homo with her Btatement in hor lottora 
to tho priaouor that sho waa glad at tho 
proapoot of loaving lb, at it was to her an 
•abominable pluco,' and that tho only per- 
son Bho regettod loaving waB her aunt, also 
with tho fact that eho made deliberate pre- 
parations to dopart with tho intontion of 
marrying tha prisonor and then crossed tho 
straits into a foreign jurisdiction, It seems 
to me only reaBonabio to conoludo that from 
tho momsnb she loft hor father's roof sho 
moanb to renounce his protection ; and that 
being bo, his eonstructivo posBosslon of hor 
would be gone (seo 12 Cox, C.C., 28). It 
would have boon quite a different thing if, 
for instance, sho had oomo horo on a visit to 
frionds with hor paronts' consent, for, in 
auch a caso she would bo oonatruotivoly.in 
her father's possession, aa a visit would of 



itself imply an intention to return ; but the 
facts beforo ua are opposad to the inference 
that sho had any euch intention, and, herco, 
according to tho decision last cited, sho was 
not in her father's possession, at any rate, 
whpn Ihe prioouor mat her, 

" Again, ua tho prisoner, after tho meet- 
ing, uaed uo perauasion to induoo her to 
abandon her home, hia subsequent taking 
her away, though strongly to bo condemned, 
ia not an offence within tha meaning of tho 
aeotiou of the criminal code under which ho 
has been convicted. 

"For this and the foregoing reasons, the 
conviction should be quashed.

THE COURTS- 

A (Decision In Chambers by Mr. JuBtico Drake 
In Prevost v. Bayward and 
Chambers. 

Yestorday Mr. Juatieo Drake gave judg- 
ment In ohamberB on the application for 
leavo to sign final judgment in ProvoBt ifc 
Chambers. Tho judgment is as follows 

This is an application for loavn to sign 
final judgment ag»inst dofondaut Chambers 
under Order xiv. Tho dofendant alleges, 
amongst other grounds of defenoo, that the 
judgmont alleged to havo boon rooovered 
agalnat Sayward on August 9 waa void. 
Thia raises an issue I cannot determine 
affidavit). He further alleges that tho bond 
sued on waB given on a oonditlon which was 
broken, and that therefore tho bond 1b void. 
This ia another ground of defence which can 
only be decided at tho trial. I thoreforo 

must refuse tho order asking for oosts 

in ciubo. 

Tho socond application is that tho plain- 
tiff bo given aecurity for costs, on tho ground 
that ho is a plaintiff not moro motu, but 
made so undor ordor of tho Court. I know 
of no authority, and I was referred to none 
when a plaintiff within tho jurisdiction waa 
ordered to pay security for costs unless he 
waB an insolvent — a paymont undor sumo 
disability. 

If a porson is proceeding with on action 
In the name of tho person on tho record, 
and that person is in a stato of pauperism, 
the Court will order security — Androws v. 
Morris, 7 Daw, 712. This ia not shown 
here. I theroforo refuse tho order. CobIb 
to be plaintifTa coats in causo. E. V. 
Bod well for the plaintiff; L. P. Duff for the 
defendant. 



FRUIT GROWING. 

Advantages Offered by British Columbia for 
the Prosecution of Tills InUuatry 
Effectively Presented. 

The following interesting communication 
appears in a recont issue of the Durham, 
Kngland, Chronicle : 

To the Editor: Sin,— As there are 
thousands in this country anxious to know 
something of new countries and the pros 
peota of battering their condition, I beg to 
place beforo your roadera some of tho ad 
vantages of the Dominion of Canada, and of 
British Columbia in particular, and on which 
I dwelt in my leoture in your oity on the 
17th ult.

Tho Dominion of Canada is nearly as largo 
aa all Europe, British Columbia alono being 
about six times largor than England. Tho 
population is only about 5,000,000, about 
100,000 being in British Columbia. It 
possesses a healthful olimate, and tho 
scenery is the grandest in the world, being 
made up of great mountains, beautiful 
valleye, long rlvera and extensive lakes, 
Tho country la covered with fine farms, oc- 
cupied and owned by man who began life 
with vory little oapltal. There are thous- 
ands who left this country 20 and 30 years 
ago with very little means, excepting strong 
wills and willing handB, amongst the leading 
men of the country, and possessing in their 
declining years amplo moans.

Tho largoat and finost apples, 
beautiful plums, well-flavored chorrieB, that 
will compare favorably with thoae raised in 
any country.peara Urge and juicy, and othor 
fruits, large and small, too numerous to 
mention, can be grown in groat profusion in 
tho Pacifio Provinco. At present wo havo 
not enough growers to Bupply tho home 
markot, honco tho openings in that industry 
ate numorous, and thoro ia every proapeot of 
it bocoming a profitablo businosa, us from 
£60 to £120 worth of fruit can bo grown 
trom one aero ; therefore a man owning from 
•1 to 10 acres is assured of a good income 
after tho tteoa como into bearing, which 
may probably bo about throo or four yoare 
after planting. Boforo that time, however, 
the fruit grower oan raise small fruits, Buch 
as strawberries, raspborrioa, gooseborrioa 
ourrant-berriea, and tho various kinds of 
vegetables usually raiaod in murket gardens 
None need bo afraid of making a beginning 
who can command tho sum of £200, and 
nono neod ho afraid of tho people of the 
country, as tho country 1b undor British 
rulo, and law and ordor aro woll eatabliahod, 
and above all it is a dosirablo place to livo 
in, as tho olimato iu all that can bo desired, 
for It will comparo favorably with tho South 
of England.

SUPPOSE no one out- 
i of "the .swim" of 
the literary world has 
any idea of tho kind 
and iimnbor of letters 
ono whoso name is 
n , popularly known all 
s^^jg ovor tho country re- 
and in expected 
to answer. My own mail, outside of 
that to the subscription and Advertising 
departments, often comprises as many 
as 100 letters in a day, each one of 
Which I tiirow about, if I do not "read, 
mark and inwardly digest. ' ' Of these 
many are from friends or acquaintances 
with whom I am glad to keep up cor- 
respondence, and yet even these letters 
urn a heavy though pleasant tax upon 
tho time of a busy woman, for ouo can- 
not dictate an intimate letter or a letter 
of condolence or ceremony, or, in fact, 
any kind of personality, and most peo- 
ple feel a little annoyed at receiving a 
typewritten communication, except upon 
matters of pure business. 

But, these quasi welcome letters dis- 
posed of, there comes the grand army of 
unwelcome applicants for time, thought 
and reply or nonreply. 

Not long since 1 gave a small sum to 
a very worthy charity, and tho next day 
unhappily the fact was noticed in tho 
daily journals, and tho day following I 
received no less than 70 letters suggest- 
ing my subscription to somo other char- 
ity, no less deserving, doubtless, but not 
within the scope of my intentions. 

Begging letters aro not, howover, a 
novelty any day in the week and rango 
over a vast, area of purposes and 
amounts. I havo been asked for $10,000 
to assist in the building of a church in 
some distant city and was considerately 
informed that I "need not send tho 
money until after Easter. " I have been 
asked for many and many a $10,000 
and $5,000 check to pay off tho debt of 
a church or a hospital in a city which 
could scarcely be located on a map, and 
I recently received from an individual a 
request that, although a stranger, ho 
would feel obliged if I would send him 
$5,000, admitting that be had no se- 
curity, but that "the Lord would re- 
pay." In fact, innumerable hundreds 
and thousands have been asked of me 
by persons unknown, whoso necessities 
were always temporary and always un- 
deserved. 

Ouo appeal of this sort showed such 
a confidence in human nature, and in 
my nature especially, that I always folfc 
that the writer should havo lived iu tho 
pastoral ages. 

It was from a stranger, as usual, who 
suggested that as I always go to Europe 
every Hummer for rest and recreation 
I should invito his sister, who was 
a cripple and confirmed invalid, as ho 
stated, to accompany mo as a guest and 
companion, while the number of do- 
formed and ailing children which havo 
been brought to my notice for adoption 
is legion. 

Another letter suggestod that I bo- 
como principal shareholder in a com- 
pany proposing to irrigate tho great 
plains by a system of aqueducts from 
the Rocky mountains. 

I havo been invitod to sink my money 
in mines, to fly it, in tho air as tho sails 
of navigable balloons, to send it to sea 
in the shape of freights of every imag- 
inable kind, and to burn it up in oil 
wells and natural gas plants, wherever 
such products of nature aro supposed to 
lurk unimproved 

Occasionally, however, my petition- 
ers disdain the vehicle of earth, air, 
water or tire, of charity, religion or por- 
sonal benevolence, and boldly follow 
tho method of "good Mrs. Bund," who 
sings boside the pond, "Ducky, ducky, 
come here and bo killed!" In sober fact, 
it is not infrequent for me to receive 
letters informing mo that unless I per- 
sonally appear and hand over a certain 
sum of money to tho applicant my office 
and myself will bo blown up with dy- 
namite, I shall bo snot through my car- 
riage window, I shall bo poisoned, I 
shall be kidnaped, or somo other dire 
fute shall befall mo too horrible to men- 
tion. 

However, I havo never attended any 
of those rendezvouses and havo not as yet 
been murdered or kidnaped. 

Then there are the letters matrimo- 
nial. One would not wish to givo in- 
delicate publicity to authors of that 
sort, but in a good many cases ono can- 
not but suspect, that publicity is what 
the applicant is seeking. At loast. it is 
impossible to suppose that a perfect 
stranger, with no especial claims to con- 
sideration, can have any serious ex- 
pectation of being accepted as a hus- 
band by a woman who has never seon 
him. 

Ono of these lottors from tho "wild 
and woolly" regions suggestod that, as 
tho writer was a "rustler," and as I 
was etc, and wo each had our "pile," 
wo wero thG couple to "paint tho town 
rod" on both sides of tho Atlantic and 
win for ourselves a doathloss renown. 

Another sent mo a list of his soouri- 
tios, amounting to 117,000,000, to- 



gether with other credentials of birth 
and position, and requested mo to pro- 
sido over his heart and his home. 

Another suggested that, as ho had 
nover been able to make his own way in 
tho world iu spito of every advantage 
of education and was poor, sick and dis- 
couraged, he was, in the eternal fitness 
of things, the proper complement of a 
lite the exact opposite of his, ami that 
it was a worthy and noble mission for 
mo to supply from my abundance tho 
deficit of his less fortunate fate ! 

To all of these applications I havo a 
stereotyped form of reply for what is 
callod "tho greatest compliment that 
man can pay to woman. " 1 resist the 
temptation of having it printed, and al- 
ways make an autograph copy for each 
applicant. 

Another "compliment" as flattering, 
but even more onerous, is tho request 
for advice upon every possible subject , 
from mechanical engineering to the 
classification of butterflies and tho best 
means of softening the obdurate heart 
of a too woll beloved object. Then the 
confidences that ore poured into one's 
unwilling ears or sot before ono's re- 
luctant eyos ! Why should Mrs. Jones 
suppose that I could lo anything to pre- 
vent her husband '8 paying any inoro at- 
tention to that "horrid other woman" 
than to his lawful spouse? 

Why should Mr. Jones or Smith con- 
sult moon the morality of lotteries or 
tho ethics of pugilism? How can I be 
supposed competent to counsel a clergy- 
man at war with his parish or a maiden 
of uncertain age who finds herself lonely 
and forlorn? 

In fact, why should a literary life bo 
supposed to endow ono with wisdom, 
knowledge, patience, time, self forget- 
fulness and benevolence equal to those 
of Deity itself? 

More in the lino of business, but not 
tho less impossible, is another hugo 
army of letters recurring daily and 
hourly. These aro mostly from women 
who, owing to this or that form of ad- 
versity, havo "at length resolved to sup- 
port themselves by their pen," and ac- 
cordingly send tome, "a fellow wom- 
an," their first literary effort, with tho 
request that I will correct anything that 
is amiss and pay as gooj a price as pos- 
sible. 

After tho details of tho domestic 
omorgoncy aro given, and I havo more 
than once taken tho trouble to write a 
kindly lino of refusal (for to write for 
the press is not a mere question of a de- 
sire to do so, but it involves education 
and training), I have received a still 
more eloquent appeal for acceptance 
based upon tho fact that Edward has 
lost his position or is laid up with 
chronic illness, and there aro six small 
children to support, and if I refuse her 
poem how is this to ho done, etc. 

Sometimes ono finds letters of ecstatic 
praise of one's efforts, sometimes lauda- 
tion accompanied with a catechism as 
to whlre ono obtains certain facts, what 
proof one can bring forward, arguments 
as to one's theories, controversy as to 
ono's opinions — in fact, the basis of an 
extended reply if one takes any notice 
at all of such letters. Again, there are 
fierce and furious letters of abuse and 
contradiction, angry demands as to what 
ono means by writing of tho north, 
son tli, east or west as inferior or su- 
perior to other sections of the country; 
indignant protests against personalities, 
whore ouo has not given names and did 
not even know the personality of tho 
writer and has only mentioned traits 
and incidents common to humanity. 

Di fact, not to enumerate every kind 
of letter which smiles or frowns up at 
ono from tho office desk of a morning, 
ono may generalize them by saying that 
tho mailbag is very like the ark that 
Noali buildedand proceeded to fill with 
specimens of every creuture under tho 
sun — the companionable dog and cat, 
tho cheery songbird, tho noble horse and 
useful cow, and also the snarling tiger, 
tho roaring lion, the stinging serpent 
and loathsome reptile, the tormenting 
flea and buzzing mosquito and tho cor- 
morant and horse leech, -which never are 
satisfied. And still the parallel does 
not quite go on all fours, for it is not 
stated that Noah was obliged daily to 
hold personal interviews or correspond- 
ence witli all the inmates of his ark, 
and ouo is seized with a desperate desire 
to soo one's own ark swamped with a 
total loss of every passenger, dovo and 
olive branch included, for tho principal 
association in my mind with my mail — 
and I think in tho mind of every editor 
— is one of intense weariness and rogret 
that I cannot do all that is asked and 
expected of mo by thoso who aro worthy 
and in need of help of ono sort or an- 
other, but sometimes a little hungry 
longing comes to me for just ono single 
letter out of the many offering to give, 
instead of always asking to receive.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 

A Hau Tells Us What Men Think or Wo- 
man's Dress. 
In somo time I luivo seen nothing 
that pleased me more than tho letter of 
Air. C. H. Crandall, in Tho North Amer- 
ican Review, on the subject of woman's 
dress. It is from the man's standpoint, 
therefore well worth considering, for 
women do attire themselves more or 
less to please man, and quite right too. 
Ho says, this gentleman who rovoals the 
eecrot workings of tho masonlino mind 
on tho all important subject, that "al- 
most all men abominate all forms of

On tho 
other hand, Mr. Crandall generously 
says: "Jlen do not in the least object to 
their wives, sisters or. daughters wear- 
ing 'gym' suits for athletics, divided 
skirts or Turkish trousers for bicycling, 
or even for business, so long as the 
touch of femininity, of modesty, is nev- 
er lost sight of in the making of sucli

Dr. Lillian Hamilton. 

Tho young English doctor, Lillias 
Hamilton, who won fame by curing tho 
ameer of Afghanistan of a serious ill- 
ness, has succeeded in arousing his roy- 
al interest in tho erection of hospitals. 
Dr. Hamilton was sent from Calcutta 
to Kabul by tho advico of her own phy- 
sician for her own health. 

When sho arrived, sho discovered that 
her vacation promised to bo a busy one, 
for medical practitioners in Kabul were 
few and far between, and when thepeo- 
plo loarned of her skill and qualifica- 
tions thoy camo to her for advico and 
treatment. Sho soon had more patients 
than sho could manage, and when sho 
succeeded in curing a man whoso jaws 
had been broken by a kick from a horso 
tho ameer heard of her and decided to 
try her. A tent was built for her in tho 
royal garden, and under her treatment 
tho ameer recovered. Ho had a tem- 
porary hospital built, containing 40 
beds for tho men 'sward and five for tho 
women's. When Dr. Hamilton returns 
to Kabul, ho has promised that she shall 
superintend two well equipped hospitals, 
one a military ono and tho other for 
women, which ho has decided to build. 



Woman and Church In Germany. 

Good news comes to us from conserva- 
tive Germany. For tho first time in tho 
history of German social lifo in the 
church a womiui has been invited to 
speak in a public discussion. At the 
Urfnrt meeting of the evangelical. social 
congress, not without much debate in 
tho central committee, Dr. Grauck- 
Kuhno of Berlin wa.s heard. Tho sus- 
pense of the first few minutes was very 
great, then absoluto quiet, then an 
outburst of applause which would do 
honor to tho most enthusiastic Ameri- 
can audience The quiet, modest, cau- 
tious woman had won a victory. She 
gavo it masterly account of tho domestic 
changes brought about by modem indus- 
try. How thousands of intelligent wom- 
en of tho middle classes aro left without 
a rational calling, and how tho women 
of the laboring classes arc so taxed with 
farm and factory toil that the homo goes 
to ruin. Then with groat tact sho dis- 
closed the need of political, legal and 
educational reform. — Boston Woman's 
Journal, 



Suffrngu and the Ilomn. 

Mrs. Mary Seymour Howell lately 
contributed to tho women's edition of a 
paper in Brbckport, N. Y., an able ar- 
ticle on equal suffrage. After sketching 
tho work of tho pioneers in tho move- 
ment she continued : "With such good 
company it is well to join tho Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution. Do not believe 
tho lio that these Daughters will break 
up home's. They will make homes moro 
sacred and enduring. Do not think men 
and women will cease to love when wo- 
men are free The old love story will go 
on its long as tho great world clock ticks 
time away. Who would have tho senti- 
ment and beauty of our lives taken 
away? Men will lovo the women of tho 
coming centuries better, because women 
will bo nobler, and nobler women will 
inspire stronger and moro lasting lovo." 

Titles Fur Women. 

Tho Gentlewoman has opened its col- 
umns for adisenssion of tho propriety of 
conferring knighthood and other titular 
distinctions on women, since they aro 
now allowed to enter freely into the pur- 
luits formerly monopolized by tho other 
sex. — Now York Recorder. 



Four California Murderers Tabon Out of Jail 
and Strung Up by a Itob. . 

Yreka, Cab, Aug. 27.— Four murderers 
were taken from the oaunty jail by a mob of 
250 men at 1 o'olook this morning and 
lynched. The lynching was tho ghoBtly 
olimax to tho roign of lawlessness; which pre- 
vails in Siskiyou county. At midnight 
farmera from all of tho surrounding country 
began to drive into town. The sheriff and 
one of his deputies wore decoyed to anothor 
part of the town by two members of the 
mob who wore engag»d in a sham fight, and 
the fire-hell was mufllsd to prevent an alarm 
being given in thut way. When the jail 
was roaohed a numhor of the mon, all of 
whom were masked, hold up the officer in 
charge and took tho keys from him. They 
then entored the jail. 

Having no keye to the differonb oells, they 
were compelled to burst tho looks with a 
sledge hammer. Lawrence H, Johnson, 
who brutally stabbed his wife to death at 
Etna on Sunday evening, July 28, was the 
first lo receive tho attention of iho mob 
They broke tho lock from the door of his 
cell and placing a rope around his neck led 
him out of tho jail and across tho street lo 
where tho iron rail wus laid between the 
forks of tho locust trees. Johneou pleaded 
for morcy, bub ho wob quickly Btrung up, 
dying in a fow minutes. 

Tho mob roturned to tho jail and thon 
broke into tho coll of William Null, who 
Bhob Henry Hayter at Callahan's on April 
21, in a dispute about a mining property 
Null desired to make a statemont, but time 
was too valuable to permit any such pre- 
liminaries and he was soon hanging along- 
side of Johnaon. Louis Mcrone, who is 
chargod with having killed Georgo SoareB on 
tho 5th of thie month, was takon from bin 
cell and waa soon swinging. The lust and 
youngest of tho four murdorerB to pay tho 
penalty of his crime was Garland Soomler, 
aged about 19, who, in company with 
Mereno, was charged with having killed 
Casper Melrerhans at Baily Hill on the 5th 
of thia month. A ropo waB placed around 
his nock and he waa led from the jail In hia 
bare feot. Seomler begged for mercy and 
hiB last words were, " Tell my dear old 
mother I am innocent." 



NEWFOUNDLAND'S FUTURE. 

The Crown Colonial Condition Regarded as 
Inevitable— Financial Trouble Feared 
Later On. 

St. Johns, Nild., Aug. 27.— (Special) 
Muoh interest has been awakened here in 
the declaration of Rlghb Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, secretary of atate for the 
colonies, in the Houso of Commons in Lon 
don, that Great Britain will assume nc 
financial obligations to help Newf< undland 
into confederation with Canada. This is 
considered to ronder a crown colony in- 
ovitab'o Mr. Chamberlain has also paid 
the higbosb compliment to Governor 
O'Brien's administration. In a dispatch to 
Sir Frederick Carter, acting governor, which 
wbb published in to-day's Gazette, the gov- 
ernment declaros that ib is enforcing a re- 
trenchment policy rigorously. Shrewd ob- 
servers fear further financial troubles in 
December, and cutting expenditures is tho 
order of the day. 

THE ST. LAWRENCE ROUTE- 

Low Water In the VVollancl Canal Has Caused 
an Advance In Freight Kates, 

Chicago, Aug. 27. — Tho St. Lawrenoe 
route for export, via Kingston and Montreal, 
will be a very heavy lqier on acoonnb of low 
wator in bhe Welland canal. The roduction 
in bhe drafb of vessels from 14 fsob to 13 feet 
G inches haa oaused vessel men to ask a cor- 
responding advance in rates as oompared 
wibh Buffalo. There has been for several 
daya a fair inquiry among exportorB who 
desire to ahip by way of Montreal, bub bhuB 
far bhey have been unable to pay bhe ad- 
vance demanded and boats have taken grain 
to Buffalo inatead
